When the legislature reconvenes 
Monday after its Thanksgiving recess, 
it now appears that sentiment in faver 
of replacing the limitation of “net 
incomes” in the Lankford income tax 
bill will be strong enough to carry 
its point.

Contracts for two new cand peojects, 
one a bridge and the other a stretch 
of surfaced highway, were let on Fri- 
day by the state highway, board, which 
is now in regular monthly session at 
the capitol. 

A reinforced concrete bridge on the 
Hartwell-Roysten road, in Hart 
county, will be built by Scott-Cham- 
bers €o., of West Point, at a 
total cost of $7,016.24. -The road to 
be built is in Hall county and runs 
from Lula to the Hall-Habersham 
county line. It will be 4.47 miles in 
length and will be constructed by 
Dunn Woodall at a cost of $22,- 
720.64. -This latter contract was 
awarded. subject to thé approval of 
the county —— of Halk 
cou nty. 

It was decided by, the highway 
bourd that Chairman John N. Holder 
should be authorized to ask permission 
of congress to build a bridge across the 
St. Mary’ s river near Kingland, on the 
Georgia-Florida boundary line. This 
action was taken after Florida had 
agreed to a similar step and had also 


azreed to pay balf the cost of the) 


bridge. Chairman Holder announced 
that he will open negotiations on this 
matter at once. 

Florida. has already set auide the 
sum of $100, to cover its half of 
the cost of this bridge, according to 
H. B. Phillips, chairman of the Florida 
highway commission, who appeared 
before the Georgia board on Friday. 
The bridge will greatly shorten the 
coastal route to Florida, he said.

It 
seems to me that the present British 
government has had a change of pol- 
icy in regard to the Turk. Lloyd 
George seemed to have been an .id- 
herent of the’old Gladstone policy of | 
kicking the Turk out of Europe. rd 
Curzon was his fvreign minister, so 
he must have agreed with- him. But 
since the Bonar Law prémiership and 
the Baldwin premiership the policy 
has been reversed. rd Curzon is 
still foreign minister, so he must have 
undergone a change of beart.” 

Mr. Gillespie intimated that he 
thought that the present British pol- 


‘icy was a return to the Disraeli pro- 


gram of making Turkey a strong pow- 
er in Europe asa buffer state between 
the Russian empire and the Indian 
possessions of England. 

His assertion that Turkey had bene- 
fited tremendously by the Lausanne 
treaty, Mr. Gillespie backed up with 
the argument that the Turks although 
they had lost a great deal of terri- 
tory are now a natienal entity with 
complete sovereignty over the peoples 
within the domain of the former Ot- 
toman empire. 

What Turks Gained. 


The loss of. Pavestine, Syria, Ara- 
bia -and ‘Mesopotamia, countries con- 
quered by British armies was accepted 
by the Turks, but in return for thar 
they managed to get away with such 
provisions in‘the treaty of Lausanne 
as, the waiving of reparations, a cin- 
cellation of the whole Turkish war 
debt to Austria and Germany, her al- 
lies in the great war, and the pro- 
vision that the former Turkish terri- 
tories such.as Palestine, Syria, Arabia 
and Mesopotamia were to participate 
in the actual indebtedness of the Ot- 
toman empire. The result has been 
that the Turk debt has been reduced 


since the beginning of .the war from 


140 million gold-pounds to about 80 
ee gold pounds or about 40 per 
cen 

Speaking about the actual proced- 
ure at Lausanne, “Mr. Gillespie said 
that the Turks came prepared with 
certain demands and that there really 
was no bargaining for the Turks nev- 
er for a moment relinqt ished any of 
their propositions. “Every time there 
was a proposal to which they would 
not agree, Ishmet Pasha simply said: 
‘No, No,’ and that ended the matter. 


The English did not demand any- + 


thing extraordinary at that  con- 
ference, they wanted the freedom of 
the straits and their demilitarization 
and the settlement of the boundaries 
of Turkey in the Mosul oil region. 
That the first Lausanne. conference 
broke up, Mr. Gillespie did not at- 
tribute to any act of omission or 
cominission of the British, but of an- 
other European power. 


Prestige Destroyed. 


“The result has been that the pres- 
tige of that European power has 
dropped consicerably in ‘Turkey and 
that the prestige of England has risen 
Not that the Turks 
love the English but they respect 
thein.” he s aid. The settlement of the 
Mosul boundary dispute is still un- 
determined, Britain and Turkey are 
to have another ‘conference on this 
matter within nine months. 

‘Mustapha Kemal Pasba he de- 
scribed as a sincere, horfest personal- 
ity who was striving to bring to 
‘Turkey the biessings of, the western 
civilization.

Apart 
from obvious commercial considera- 
tions, the adequate protection of this 
canal—its complete

In Train Crash, 
States Atlantan 


An Albany dispatch quoting mem- 
bers of the train crew as expressing 
the belief that Engineer John Di 


Evans was dead before his train, 
the Kansas City special, crashed into 
the rear end of the Southland, was 
declared to be without foundation Fri- 
day by B. F. Parker, Atlanta flour 
galesman, living in the McGowan 
apartments, who was a passenger on 
the Kansas City special. 

After the crash, according to Mr. 
Parker, he found the engineer lying on 
the roadbed at the side of his engine 
and be was still breathing. 

“I was en route to Atlanta from 
Jacksonville,” he said, “The train 
left Jacksonville at 8:25 o’clock Wed- 
nesday night. I was in my berth, un- 
dressed, and was preparing to go to 
sleep when I felt, the check of the 
train’s speed which resulted from the 
sudden ayplication of the emergency 
brakes. I realized that something 
was the matter.

“There was considerable groaning in 
my sleeper, and further up on the train 
I could hear screaming. 

“I slipped on my shoes and an over- 
coat over my pajamas and alighted 
and went up to the locomotive. The 
engineer was still alive when I reach- 
ed him. Someone was feeling his pulse. 
Whoever it was said that it was too 
late for medical aid and the injured 
man soon expired. One of his legs 
was cut off, and his other one was 
badly mangled.

As already mentioned, the mystery |

The | 
physiology of sleep is therefore only | 
partly known, yet it is worth while, 
for everybody who ever has occasion |

to sleep to know the- physiology 
sleep as far as it goes. 

Most human tissues, the glands par- 
ticularly, have alternating periods of 
activity and rest. When metabolism 
(the oxidation or cowbustion process 
of life) is reduced below the level 
necessary to cause consciousness or 
mental activity, sleep occurs. Con- 


sciousness is more or less completely 
lost according to the depth of sleep. 
The most profound or soundest sleep 
is about 
—at this time it requires theJoudest 
noise to awaken’ the sleeper. Thie 
first few hours of sleep ate most re- 
freshing; the later hours of-sleep are 
most shallow and less refreshing. In 
the early morning there is a twilight 
zone when consciousness is only half 
lost; it is' then that many persons 
have dreamed of spirits and ether 
phantasms which, when they present- 
ly emerge into fuller consciousness, 
they will swear they really saw.
